Europe Meets the Americas:

MOSCOW (AFP) - The 
United States and Russia on 
Tuesday agreed to push both 
warring sides in the Syria 
conflict to find a negotiated 
solution and to hold an inter¬ 
national conference in search 
of peace. 

Visiting US Secretary of 
State John Kerry held hours 
of talks with President 
Vladimir Putin and then For¬ 
eign Minister Sergei Lavrov 
lasting late into the night in a 
bid to narrow the differences 
between Moscow and Wash¬ 
ington on the conflict. 

"We agreed that Russia 
and the United States will en¬ 
courage both the Syria gov¬ 
ernment and opposition 
groups to find a political so¬ 
lution,” Lavrov told reporters 
at a concluding news confer¬ 
ence that ended after mid¬ 
night. 

Lavrov added they agreed 
on the need to hold ”as soon 
as possible” an international 
conference on Syria to con¬ 
vince both rebels and the 
regime to accept the terms of 
the Geneva accord agreed by

world powers last June for a 
peaceful solution in Syria. 

He said the conference 
should take place ”if possible 
by the end of this month.” 

The Geneva agreement, 
which was reached by world 
powers on June 30, set out a 
path toward a transitional 
government without ever 
spelling out what President 
Bashar al-Assad's fate should 
be. 

Kerry said the conference 
should be held as ”soon as is 
practical.” 

"Its specific work will be 
to bring members of the gov¬ 
ernment and the opposition 
together to see how we can 
implement the language of 
the communique,” said 
Kerry. 

Kerry added: "A negoti¬ 
ated settlement is the essen¬ 
tial means to ending the 
bloodshed in Syria.” 

Lavrov said both the 
United States and Russia 
were ready to use all their ca¬ 
pacities to bring "the govern¬ 
ment and opposition to the 
negotiating table.”

On Monday morning, May 6, 
the inaugural Europe Meets 
the Americas Conference 
began sessions in the Palm 
Beach Ballroom of the 
Westin Aruba Resort. 747 
delegates representing over 
20 nations and 240 compa¬ 
nies from Europe, the 
Caribbean, US and Latin 
America, will network for 
three days to see how doing 
business, with Aruba as a 
central hub, can be mutually 
beneficial. 

The question many would 
ask, "Why liaison through 
Aruba and not directly?” was 
answered by speakers Simon 
Smits, Director-General for 
External Economic Relations 
of the Netherlands, and Lau¬ 
rens Jan Brinkhorst, Former 
Minister of Economic Affairs 
of the Netherlands, who com¬ 
pleted the early morning wel¬ 
come round of speeches. 
Delegates had already been 
impressed by the presenta¬ 
tions by Aruba's Minister of 
Economic & Social Affairs 
and Culture, Michelle Hooy- 
boer-Winklaar, followed by 
Minister of Finance, Com¬ 
munications, Utilities and 
Energy, Mike de Mesa and 
Minister of Tourism, Trans¬ 


port & Labor, Otmar Oduber, 
as well as the vision driving 
this effort to diversify Aruba's 
economy, as related by Prime 
Minister Mike Eman. 

However, it was Smits and 
Brinkhorst, advocates of the 
concept of establishing Aruba 
as a conduit for European na¬ 
tions, particularly Holland, 
doing business in Latin 
America and the region, who 
best brought forward impar¬ 
tial arguments for Dutch del¬ 
egates considering long term 
trade missions. 

Mr. Smits admitted, "En¬ 
trepreneurs should ask these 
questions, before going into 
any venture or joining an eco¬ 
nomic mission... first of 
all...why not go to a Latin 
American country directly? 
Granted, some big companies 
may be able to go it on their 
own. You will have to be able 
to pick your way through the 
bureaucracy, know the lan¬ 
guage, be familiar with the 
culture and know safety is¬ 
sues. Arubans have this 
knowledge at their fingertips. 
Here are a few examples 
from my own recent practice: 

“Arubans know that giv¬ 
ing a hug or kiss, can some¬ 
times be more appropriate 


than shaking hands; that is 
something we Dutch are 
pretty awkward about. 
Arubans are fluent in Span¬ 
ish; the average Dutchman 
could perhaps order a tortilla 
or coffee. Also Portuguese, I 
recall being with Minister 
Eman when we were in Rio 
and he started his speech in 
Portuguese...it made quite an 
impression. Flying to 
Venezuela from Aruba takes 
less than an hour, where it is 
at least a 9 hour flight from 
the Netherlands. For a Dutch¬ 
man, Latin America is far 
away, both physically and 
emotionally, but Aruba...it 
feels like coming home. 
However, Arubans feel at 
home in Latin America, be¬ 
cause they are part of the 
South American family.” 

The other area of concern, 
would South American entre¬ 
preneurs come to Aruba to do 
business with the Dutch, was 
answered by a large showing of 
hands from the more than 60 
Latin and Caribbean companies 
with delegates at the conference. 

"What can Aruba offer 
Dutch entrepreneurs?” is an¬ 
other important question, 
cited Smits.

Many Dutch visitors consider 
it a ’’fantastic holiday island. 
Excellent hotels, friendly 
staff...safe, affordable island. 
Adding in the cost of flights, 
it is less expensive the Carta¬ 
gena, Colombia. If you put 
this question to a Latin Amer¬ 
ican entrepreneur, they will 
say, and I have heard this 
from my Dutch colleagues as 
well, ’’Arubans are very reli¬ 
able business partners; hard 
workers, they are smart peo¬ 
ple, have entrepreneurial 
spirit, and they are innovative 
in the areas of environment 
and green energy.” A princi¬ 


pal theme of the conference is 
’’Aruba: the Green Gateway,” 
the concept of commerce 
principally targeted by Eu¬ 
rope Meets Americas being 
ventures dedicated to renew¬ 
able energy and sustainability 
for the region. 

Obvious additional factors 
is the appeal of the climate, 
but most importantly, a sta¬ 
ble, reliable political atmos¬ 
phere, and being a part of the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands, 
operating under Dutch law, 
which would provide in¬ 
vestors protection all the way 
to the World Court in Den 


Hague. ’’Arubans are proud 
they are a part of the King¬ 
dom of the Netherlands, and 
we are proud they are a part 
of the kingdom,” said Smits. 

’’South America is grow¬ 
ing at a very fast pace,” he 
observed. ’’Five percent is not 
unusual on an annual growth 
rate, so every year, the mar¬ 
kets are being increased by 
millions of relatively affluent 
consumers. This is some¬ 
thing, I am afraid to say, we 
will not see in the Euro Zone 
for quite some time.” 

LATAM has agriculture 
and horticulture and vast, un¬ 
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tapped natural resources, but 
could use the assistance of 
Dutch expertise in technol¬ 
ogy in developing their infra¬ 
structure: roads, bridges, 
airports and more. Mr. Smits 
is convinced there are great 
opportunities for Dutch entre¬ 
preneurs at all levels, in this 
part of the world. ’’Aruba is a 
promising island,” Smits con¬ 
cluded, ’’with great poten¬ 
tial.” 

Following Simon Smits to 
the podium was Laurens Hans 
Brinkhorst. He described 
Latin America as ’’the new 
power center,” with strongly 
emerging economies such as 
those of Brazil, Colombia and 
Panama, ’’just around the cor¬ 
ner from Aruba. These emerg¬ 
ing markets are something 
that 50 years ago, no one 
would have expected, to see 
Latin America with such drive 
and ambition.” 

’’Just this past week, we 
saw President Obama come 
out with a very strong mes¬ 
sage that more trade and in¬ 
vestment, not protectionism, 
is the key to the future; and 
the key to the development 
and future of the region.” 

’’The other part of the 
theme of ’’Europe Meets 
America is ’’Europe,” and it is 


quite true that Europe is 
going through a very difficult 
period of adjustment. It is not 
only a question of the north 
or the south...it affects all Eu¬ 
ropean countries.” He cited 
that people compare the 
economy to that of the 
1980’s, but one thing is obvi¬ 
ous, entrepreneurs and in¬ 
vestors ’’need to adapt,” and 
looking back to 30 years ago 
is ’’thoroughly 

unjustified...too much pes¬ 
simism is unjustified. The 
last five years have seen great 
strengthening of fiscal disci¬ 
pline, but it is now generally 
recognized it is a time for 
new investments, foster 
growth and bring down the 
unacceptable high levels of 
unemployment, which is se¬ 
riously affecting the futures 
of a new generation,” as¬ 
serted Brinkhorst. 

The conclusion of these 
presentations marked a break 
in the proceedings, with guest 
speakers Jose Maria Figures, 
President of the Carbon War 
Room and Former Prime 
Minister of The Netherlands, 
Professor Jan Peter Balke- 
nende on the agenda for the 
remainder of morning.

Europe Meets the Americas: 

Jan Peter Balkenende: "Sustainability is a global issue 
and Aruba is the perfect Green Gateway

The pressing issues of global 
warming, climate change, 
and the rapid poisoning of the 
atmosphere with C02 emis¬ 
sions, are a strong theme of 
the Europe Meets the Ameri¬ 
cas Conference. The current 
administration of Aruba has 
worked hard to become a re¬ 
gional leader in policies 
which remedy this situation, 
setting a goal to be fossil fuel 
independent by 2020. For a 
small island, removing de¬ 
pendency for producing 
water and energy from oil, 
which is a very volatile and 
always increasingly expen¬ 
sive market, is simply smart, 
as well as good for the envi¬ 
ronment and global commu¬ 
nity. 

Of course, how much dif¬ 
ference could the consump¬ 
tion and emissions of one 
small island with a popula¬ 
tion of 102,000 make in the 
grand, global scheme of 
things? Perhaps not so no¬ 
ticeably, when scientists 
measure the impact of the re¬ 
duced emissions, but as a 
testing ground for advanced 
renewable technologies, and 
an example to larger, richer 
countries which have greater 
resources to follow Aruba's 
example, it could, hopefully, 
inspire a trend for the region 
and the rest of the western 
hemisphere. 

This is partly why a prin¬ 
cipal theme of the ongoing 
conference, a theme intro¬ 
duced by the Minister of Eco¬ 
nomic & Social Affairs and 


Culture, Michelle Hooyboar- 
Winklaar more than a year 
prior, is "Aruba; The Green 
Gateway." Entrepreneurs and 
investors seeking to instigate 
projects dedicated to harness¬ 
ing renewable, "clean" en¬ 
ergy sources, are particularly 
targeted during these three 
days of networking. 

During the opening ses¬ 
sions, former Dutch Prime 
Minister of the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands (2002-2010) 
Professor Jan Peter Balke¬ 
nende, addressed the issue of 
doing business in a sustain¬ 
able matter, and exactly what 
"being a good corporate citi¬ 
zen" really signifies. 

Professor Balkenende 
opened his remarks by com¬ 
menting on the inauguration 
of last week, with HRM King 
Willem-Alexander and 
Queen Maxima ascending the 
throne, largely because of 
their dedication and efforts 
regarding sustainability. 
HRM King Willem-Alexan¬ 
der is very active in water 
management, a recognized 
specialist, and Queen Max¬ 
ima "is doing fantastic work 
in the sphere of micro-fi¬ 
nance." "The Royal family 
has the Dutch isles of the 
Caribbean very much in their 
hearts and minds, and you 
can count on that," he ob¬ 
served, "sustainability is high 
on their agenda." 

Balkenende examined the 
economic opportunities in 
Latin America, how to inte¬ 
grate sustainability into busi¬ 


ness models, the role of 
Aruba, and the necessity of 
being concrete. Studies have 
revealed LATAM offers 
unique business opportunities 
in infrastructure, "which is 
not only about roads, but 
ports and airports. In fact, 
there are so many infrastruc¬ 
ture projects...it is region of 
growth potential." 

"This also involves en¬ 
ergy, which is not only about 
oil and gas, but renewables. 
Bio-fuels are linked to sus¬ 
tainability; and there is agri¬ 
business. Holland, which is a 
very small country, is the 
world's second larger ex¬ 
porter of agriculture prod¬ 
ucts, and have the highest 
productivity, so you can 
imagine we are very inter¬ 
ested in Latin America." He 
also sees a lot of potential in 
tourism. 

"These four areas of de¬ 
velopment: infrastructure, en¬ 
ergy, agri-business, and 
tourism, are all linked to the 
concept of sustainability" 
c ontinue d B alkenende. 

"Everyone in the world is 
talking about sustainabil¬ 
ity...but what is sustainabil¬ 
ity? Is it about environmental 
affairs and climate change? 
Yes it is, but it is much more 
than that. It is also about en¬ 
ergy, human rights, its about 
community engagement, the 
organization of employees, 
financial sustainability and it 
is about integrity and trans¬ 
parency. These are key ele¬ 
ments of sustainability, and 
wherever you are in the 
world, sustainability is high 
on the agenda." 

He described how Japan¬ 
ese companies now look very 
closely at potential business 
partners and their sustainabil¬ 
ity practices, which they con¬ 
sider an added value to a 
company, "not a hindrance or 
barrier, but a business driver." 
He described how former, 
South Korean President Lee 
Myung-bak initiated the 
Green Growth Institute, 
based on the concept of “Low 
Carbon, Green Growth” as 


Korea’s new vision not only 
for his country, but for the 
world. This vision aimed to 
shift the current development 
paradigm of quantity-ori¬ 
ented, fossil-fuel dependent 
growth to quality-oriented 
growth with an emphasis on 
the use of new and renewable 
energy resources. 

"The world is changing; 
you can see it in Europe. In 
The Netherlands, for exam¬ 
ple, we have a set of trade ini¬ 
tiatives, and advisories to 
governments, businesses and 
NGO just to talk about how 
we can improve production 
and work within the sphere of 
sustainability." 

Balkenende commented 
on the delusion that a busi¬ 
ness should consider itself 
"socially responsible" only 


because they make charitable 
donations. "These companies 
should examine how they 
make their profits; if they do 
it by polluting the air and the 
ground, they are not taking 
into account human rights. Of 
course you can give money to 
charity, but the question is, 
"How are your profits being 
realized?" 

By 2050 we will have a 
planet inhabited by 9 billion, 
with fossil fuel sources dwin¬ 
dling down and extremely 
scarce. "We must put sustain¬ 
ability high on the agenda," 
asserted Professor Balke¬ 
nende. "We have to integrate 
sustainability into our busi¬ 
ness model, and we have to 
be concrete. This is a very 
fundamental issue."

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House of Helmin Wiels searched for clues

WILLEMSTAD, Curagao - 
Helmin Wiels’ house was 
thoroughly searched yester¬ 
day by the Investigation 
Team in charge of investigat¬ 
ing the murder of the political 
leader. The team also looked 
for clues in his office in the 


Parliament 
building in 
downtown 
Willemstad, 
his car and at 
the crime 
scene. 

Three pros¬ 
ecutors are in 
charge of the 
case and were 
given orders 
to do the 
searches. Dif¬ 
ferent items were seized dur¬ 
ing these searches which 
hopefully can give more 
clues as to who committed 
the murder or were ordered to 
commit the murder and also 
the motives behind this tragic 
incident that has left Curacao 
paralyzed. 


Wiels’ body was also con¬ 
fiscated for autopsy as is pre¬ 
scribed by law in cases like 
these. Earlier rumors that a 
suspect was arrested, was im¬ 
mediately rejected by the po¬ 
lice. 

The Investigation Team 
consists of individuals of the 
Public Prosecution, the po¬ 
lice, the Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion Team, the Royal Military 
Police, the Coast Guard, the 
National Security Service 
(SKS) and the Special Tasks. 

A close ally of a charis¬ 
matic but divisive politician 
said Monday he believes the 
lawmaker was slain in some 
sort of politically motivated 
attack. 

Donald Balentina, presi¬ 
dent of the Curacao political 


party founded by slain politi¬ 
cian Helmin Wiels, said he 
thinks the fiery, populist law¬ 
maker was targeted by gun¬ 
men due to politics. He noted 
that Wiels, a highly influen¬ 
tial member of the coalition 
government, had made sev¬ 
eral anticorruption speeches 
in recent days and Friday 
publicly accused a local 
telecommunications com¬ 
pany of being involved in the 
illegal sale of lottery num¬ 
bers. 

The always outspoken 
Wiels loomed large over the 
small island’s political land¬ 
scape. The leftist, proinde¬ 
pendence Pueblo Soberano 
party he helped found 
emerged as the top vote getter 
in October elections, holding 


five of 21 seats in Parliament 
in a coalition government. 

There was some specula¬ 
tion that Wiels, a 54-year-old 
former social worker, could 
be chosen as the top official 
in a new Council of Ministers 
being worked out, although 
Balentina and other allies 
said he was not interested in 
gaining the top position. 

Wiels was fatally shot Sun¬ 
day on a public beach in broad 
daylight, sending shockwaves 
across Curacao. 

In a phone interview shortly 
after the shooting, Public Pros¬ 
ecutor Norman Serphos said 
witnesses reported seeing at¬ 
tackers shoot Wiels on the 
small beach and then speed off 
in a car. Nobody else was hurt 
and there had been no arrests. 
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Pressure builds to split JPMorgan CEO, 
chair roles 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A lead¬ 
ing shareholder advisory 
group Tuesday urged JPMor¬ 
gan Chase investors to end 
chief executive Jamie 
Dimon's tenure as chairman 
and fire a majority of the 
company's board after a $6.2 
billion trading loss.

second major proxy advisor 
in recent days to endorse 
splitting the chairman and 
chief executive roles at JP¬ 
Morgan in the wake of the 
bank's "London whale" de¬ 
rivatives debacle. 

ISS Proxy Advisory Serv¬ 
ices called for that action last 
week. CalPERS, which man¬ 
ages California government 
retirees accounts, also said 
Tuesday that it would vote to 
split the banks' chairman and 
chief executive roles. 

The pressure came ahead 
of JPMorgan's annual meet¬ 
ing May 21 as questions 
about Dimon's fate hang over 
Wall Street. 

After leading JPMorgan 
through the 2008 financial 
crisis in comparatively good 
shape, Dimon's star has 
dimmed after the multi-bil- 
lion-dollar loss in early 2012 
by a London-based unit trad¬ 
ing complex derivatives for 
the bank's own book. 

Glass Lewis said that sep¬ 
arating the chairman from a 
role as a corporate officer "is 
almost always a positive 
change" because it curbs con¬ 
flicts of interest, promotes 


oversight of risk and gener¬ 
ally better serves shareholder 
needs. 

But Glass Lewis also took 
a swipe at Dimon over the 
London trading debacle. 

"Given the massive trad¬ 
ing losses at the company, we 
believe shareholders would 
benefit from independent 
board leadership to prevent 
such loss of shareholder 
value in the future," it said in 
a statement. 

Glass Lewis also urged 
shareholders to fire six of JP¬ 
Morgan's 11 independent di¬ 
rectors, specifically the 
members of the audit and risk 
policy committees. 

Audit committee members 
James Bell, Crandall Bowles 
and Laban Jackson "have not 
satisfactorily performed their 
duties," it said. 

Similarly, Glass Lewis 
faulted risk committee mem¬ 
bers David Cote, James 
Crown and Ellen Futter for 
not seeking more information 
on the problem accounts and 
for not asking "sufficiently 
probing questions of man¬ 
agement at committee meet¬ 
ings." 
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Dalai Lama 
urges respect for 
non-religious 

COLLEGE PARK (AFP) - 
The Dalai Lama on Tuesday 
called for the teaching of 
secular values in education, 
saying that it was critical for 
the world to respect all reli¬ 
gions — as well as the right 
not to believe. 

Despite devoting his life 
to the study of Buddhism, 
Tibet’s spiritual leader said 
he was convinced that all 
people — and often even an¬ 
imals — shared basic moral 
values regardless of their re¬ 
ligion. 

”In the West, there is 
some connotation that secu¬ 
lar means a little negative, or 
disrespect, towards religion,” 
the Dalai Lama told a packed 
arena at the University of 
Maryland at College Park in 
Washington’s suburbs. 

’’But according to the In¬ 
dian understanding, secular 
means respect for all reli¬ 
gions — and respect for non¬ 
believers,” said the Dalai 
Lama, who has lived in 
exile in India since 1959. 

’’That is the only way it 
can be acceptable to a 
whole universal level,” he 
said. 

The Dalai Lama said he 
was taking part in a project 
to craft a curriculum on uni¬ 
versal ethics, which could 
be taught initially at a local 
level and eventually be¬ 
come part of a United Na¬ 
tions initiative. 

’’The whole world should 
in the education field in¬ 
clude some sort of educa¬ 
tion about moral ethics. Not 
based on religion — secu¬ 
lar,” he said. 

Despite his global fol¬ 
lowing, the Dalai Lama's 
travels are opposed by 
China, which accuses him 
of encouraging separatism 
and violence. The Dalai 
Lama says he is a pacifist 
and only seeks greater 
rights for Tibetans under 
Chinese rule.

Three brothers arrested in 
stunning US kidnap 


CLEVELAND (AFP) - US po¬ 
lice searched an ordinary home 
in a working class neighbor¬ 
hood of Cleveland on Tuesday 
after three women who had 
been missing for around a 
decade were rescued from an 
alleged kidnapping. 

Three brothers have been ar¬ 
rested in the midwestern city 
after one of the women man¬ 
aged to alert a neighbor who 
broke down the door to lead 
her and her six-year-old 
daughter to freedom. 

Police responding to a des¬ 
perate 911 emergency call 
found two more women in the 
unremarkable two-story home 
with an American flag on the 
porch. All had been reported 
missing in separate incidents 
around 10 years ago. 

The women — Amanda 
Berry, Gina DeJesus and 
Michele Knight — were freed 
on Monday night and exam¬ 


ined at a local hospital before 
being released to their fami¬ 
lies. The FBI was due to inter¬ 
view them. 

Police confirmed that Berry, 
now 27, has a six-year-old 
daughter, apparently born 
while she was in captivity. 

The three Ohio women were 
abducted separately in 2002, 
2003 and 2004 but were found 
together in the home of 52- 
year-old Ariel Castro, not far 
from where each disappeared. 

Castro and his brothers — 
Pedro, 54, and Onil, 50 — have 
been detained. Police 
mugshots revealed them to be 
thick-set men with gray 
beards. 

Cleveland Director of Public 
Safety Martin Flask said police 
had not been alerted to any¬ 
thing untoward happening at 
the house on Seymour Avenue. 

The nightmare ended when 
Berry — kidnapped 10 years 


ago just before her 17th birth¬ 
day — reached through a crack 
in the front door and called for 
help. 

"I heard screaming ... and I 
see this girl going nuts trying 
to get outside of the house," 
neighbor Charles Ramsey told 
a local ABC news affiliate. "I 
go on the porch, and she said, 
'Help me get out. I've been 
here a long time'." 

Ramsey said he could not 
pull the door open, so he 
kicked out a lower section and 
she crawled through carrying a 
little girl. 

Berry went to a neighboring 
home and called police, beg¬ 
ging them to come as soon as 
they could — "before he gets 
back" — according to a record¬ 
ing of her 911 call to emer¬ 
gency services. 

When police arrived, she 
said two other women were 
being held captive.

US immigration 
reform would cost 
$6.3 trillion 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
political battle raged Monday 
over the cost of Senate-pro¬ 
posed immigration reform, 
with a conservative think-tank 
warning the plan to legalize 11 
million undocumented work¬ 
ers would soar to $6.3 trillion. 

The Heritage Foundation, in 
a report released shortly before 
amendments are proposed to 
the bipartisan bill, said legal¬ 
ized immigrants' costs such as 
Social Security, Medicaid 
health care for the poor, and 
unemployment insurance 
would stack up dramatically 
faster than many US lawmak¬ 
ers would realize. 

The report is certain to gal¬ 
vanize some conservatives in 
Congress who are opposed to 
the plan, seen as the most am¬ 
bitious immigration reform ef¬ 
fort in a generation and which 
was rolled out last month by a 
"Gang of Eight" senators, four 
Democrats and four Republi¬ 
cans. 

President Barack Obama en¬ 
visions immigration reform as 
a major and viable second- 
term accomplishment, after 
Republicans who lost last No¬ 
vember's election said it was 
crucial to reach out to minority 
communities such as Hispan- 
ics, the largest beneficiaries of 
any immigration deal. 

But Heritage said the mil¬ 
lions of immigrants who 


would be legalized through 
"amnesty" would generate 
massive fiscal deficits over the 
long term, driven in large part 
by extra pressures on health 
care for low-income Ameri¬ 
cans, public education and 
services like police, fire and 
roads. 

The bill creates a path to cit¬ 
izenship for the estimated 11.5 
million people living in the 
country illegally, but under 
certain conditions like tighter 
border enforcement and after a 
13-year wait, during which 
time they will not be entitled to 
government aid. 

The foundation's study ar¬ 
gued that while illegal aliens 
will start to pay taxes once 
they register legally, when they 
become citizens they will be 
net recipients of government 
funds. 

It said the legalized immi¬ 
grants would receive those 
benefits for five decades, if 
their retirement pension is in¬ 
cluded, with their cost to gov¬ 
ernment coffers pegged at $9.4 
trillion, while they will pay just 
$3.1 trillion in taxes. 

Report co-author Robert Rec¬ 
tor warned that the costs jump 
to about $160 billion per year 
about 35 years from today, 
when the bulk of the legalized 
immigrants reach retirement 
age.

China reports four more 
deaths, 129 bird flu 


BEIJING (AFP) - The death 
toll from the H7N9 bird flu 
outbreak in China has risen to 
31, according to official fig¬ 
ures, with four more people 
dying of the virus in China's 
eastern provinces. 

The number of people in¬ 
fected also increased to 129, 
official statistics showed, up 
two since week-end. 

The four new deaths in¬ 
cluded two from Jiangsu 
province and one each from 
Zhejiang and Anhui, according 
to figures from China's Health 
and Family Planning Commis¬ 
sion released late Monday. 


No further details on the 
deaths were revealed by the 
commission. 

The virus was first reported 
in late March, with most cases 
confined to eastern China, and 
only one reported outside the 
mainland, in Taiwan. 

Experts fear the possibility 
of the virus mutating into a 
form easily transmissible be¬ 
tween humans, with the poten¬ 
tial to trigger a pandemic. 

But the World Health Or¬ 
ganization has said there is no 
evidence of human-to-human 
transmission. 


Basic disinfectant could 
halt bird flu spread 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-Five 
poultry markets can act as 
hotbeds for H5N1 bird flu, but 
simple measures such as disin¬ 
fecting trucks, equipment and 
market space could help stop 
the virus from spreading, re¬ 
searchers said Monday. 

A team of French, British 
and Vietnamese researchers in¬ 
terviewed vendors at live bird 
markets in northern Vietnam 
and tracked how outbreaks 
could move as if via social net¬ 
work, even into remote areas. 

Measures that require mass 
culling of birds or the shut¬ 
down of live bird markets are 
ineffective, argued the re¬ 
searchers in the US journal the 
Proceedings of the National 


Academy of Sciences. 

Daily disinfection was 
shown to reduce the median 
epidemic size, or the fraction 
of contaminated markets, by 
80 to 89 percent, said the study. 

The H5N1 virus has killed 
more than 370 people around the 
world, according to the World 
Health Organization, and scien¬ 
tists fear it could mutate into a 
form readily transmissible be¬ 
tween humans. 

The WHO has said so far there 
is no evidence of human-to- 
human transmission but has 
warned H7N9 is "one of the 
most lethal" influenza viruses 
ever seen, and urged travelers 
against contact with live poultry.

300,000 day-old babies die each 
year in India: report 


NEW DEEHI (AFP) - More 
than 300,000 babies die within 
24 hours of being bom in India 
each year from infections and 
other preventable causes, a re¬ 
port said Tuesday, blaming a 
lack of political will and fund¬ 
ing for the crisis. 

India accounts for 29 per¬ 
cent of all newborn deaths 
worldwide, according to the 
charity Save the Children 
which published the findings at 
the launch of its annual State 
of the World's Mothers report. 

The report on 186 countries 
showed South Asia — which 
accounts for 24 percent of the 
world's population — recording 
40 percent of the world's first- 
day deaths. 

Bangladesh and Pakistan 
also have large numbers of 
yearly first-day deaths at 
28,000 and 60,000 with 
chronic malnourishment of 
mothers one of the major fac¬ 


tors for the fatalities in the re¬ 
gion. 

The charity identified three 
major causes of newborn 
deaths — complications during 
birth, prematurity and infec¬ 
tions — and said access to low- 
cost, life-saving interventions 
could cut down the figures by 
as much as 75 percent. 

A decade of rapid economic 
growth has allowed India to 
boost spending on poor and 
mral communities but Save the 
Children said most such pro¬ 
grammes had not benefited 
those most in need. 

More than half of all Indian 
women give birth without the 
help of skilled health care pro¬ 
fessionals, leading to infec¬ 
tions and complications. 

In far-flung areas, doctors 
and hospitals are rare and vil¬ 
lagers often put the health of 
their children in the hands of 
poorly trained substitutes. 


But even in cities such as 
New Delhi with relatively bet¬ 
ter healthcare facilities women 
are delivering at home, said 
Sharmila Eal, a Delhi-based 
gynaecologist. 

Lai said India must invest 
in creating a pool of paramed¬ 
ical staff trained in childbirth 
to take the load off doctors 
"who often don't have time or 
patience to explain simple life¬ 
saving measures to expectant 
mothers". 

The charity said the prob¬ 
lem of infant mortality could 
be addressed by closing the eq¬ 
uity gap in a developing coun¬ 
try like India where economic 
benefits have been shared un¬ 
equally. 

"If all newborns in India ex¬ 
perienced the same survival 
rates as newborns from the 
richest Indian families, nearly 
360,000 more babies would 
survive each year," the report 
said.

Scientists 
may have 
found 
Brazilian 
'Atlantis' 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilian geologists on Mon¬ 
day announced the discovery, 
1,500 kilometers (900 miles) 
from Rio, of what could be 
part of the continent sub¬ 
merged when the Atlantic 
Ocean was formed as Africa 
and South America drifted 
apart 100 million years ago. 

Roberto Ventura Santos, a 
top official at Brazil's Geology 
Service (CPRM), said granite 
samples were found two years 
ago during dredging opera¬ 
tions in an area known as "Rio 
Grande Elevation", a moun¬ 
tain range in Brazilian and in¬ 
ternational waters. 

Granite is seen as a conti¬ 
nental rock. 

"This could be the Brazilian 
Atlantis. We are almost certain 
but we must bolster our hy¬ 
pothesis. We will have final 
(scientific) recognition this 
year when we conduct drilling 
in the area to retrieve more 
samples of these rocks," the 
G1 news website quoted Ven¬ 
tura as saying. 

Initially, the scientists 
thought they were mistaken, 
Ventura noted. 

But last month, their case 
was bolstered when team of 
Brazilian and Japanese scien¬ 
tists aboard Japan's manned 
research submersible Shinkai 
6500, observed the underwater 
geological formation located 
opposite the Brazilian coast, 
he added.

PARIS (AFP) - A company 
that specialises in "Made in 
France" underwear has raised 
nearly 19,000 euros ($25,000) 
from enthusiastic investors 
banking on its next titillating 
creation — sweet-smelling un¬ 
derpants for men. 

The so-called "Indomitable" 
briefs will be manufactured by 
"Le Slip Francais", a company 
set up in 2011 by 27-year-old 
Guillaume Gibault, who de¬ 
cided to bank on a trend for all 
things made in France to sell 
underwear. 

"You want to change the 
world, you want to change 
things, start by changing your 
underpants!" the firm writes on 
crowdfunding website 

www.mymajorcompany.com, 
where it has already raised 
close to 19,000 euros. 

The idea behind crowdfund¬ 
ing is that anyone on the Inter¬ 
net can contribute money to a 
project, in some cases in ex¬ 
change for shares in a company 
or other rewards. 

Gibault told AFP the briefs 
will be scented thanks to 
micro-capsules full of home¬ 
made perfume that will be in¬ 
corporated into the cotton used 
to make the underpants in the 
Lille region of northern France. 

As soon as the lucky owner 
of the briefs moves around, the 
capsules will release the per¬ 
fume and the scent will last up 
to 30 washes, he says. 


"It's quite a masculine per¬ 
fume, not very strong, based 
on musk and pears," he said. 

"Le Slip Francais" has be¬ 
come something of a success 
story in France, which is suf¬ 
fering badly from lack of com¬ 
petitiveness and a general 
perception of hostility towards 
business owners and entrepre¬ 
neurs. 

The firm has so far sold 
some 20,000 of its red, white, 
blue and black briefs, and 
plans to develop its presence 
abroad, with Japanese people 
proving to be particularly en¬ 
thusiastic clients. 

Gibault says the company is 
already profitable, adding that 
the whole project shows "that 
we are capable of innovating 
in France".

Top China bank shuts key N. Korea 
account 


minister calls for EU 
exit 


BEIJING (AFP) - The state- 
owned Bank of China has shut 
the account of a North Korean 
bank accused by the United 
States of supporting the North's 
nuclear programme, Dow 
Jones Newswires said. 

The closure would be the 
first openly acknowledged 
move by an institution in China 
— the North's key backer — 
against North Korean interests 
in the current stand-off, which 
escalated in February with Py¬ 
ongyang's third atomic test. 

But the details of the move 
were not revealed, and an ana¬ 
lyst warned it would not likely 
contravene China's long-stand¬ 
ing approach of supporting its 
unruly neighbour to avoid pro¬ 
voking regional instability. 


The Bank of China is one of 
the country's biggest state- 
owned banks and is subject to 
political directives from Chi¬ 
nese authorities. 

Washington imposed sanc¬ 
tions on the North Korean or¬ 
ganisation, Pyongyang's 
primary foreign-exchange 
bank, after the latest nuclear 
blast. 

It has urged China — which 
is the North's largest trade part¬ 
ner and biggest food and en¬ 
ergy supplier — to do more to 
contain its smaller neighbour. 

When US Secretary of State 
John Kerry visited Beijing last 
month, the two countries 
vowed to work together to try 
to ease tensions on the Korean 
peninsula, but gave no details. 


Brazil's Azevedo - 
WTO new leader 


GENEVA (AFP) - Brazil's 
Roberto Azevedo has beaten 
Mexican veteran Herminio 
Blanco in the race to become 
the new leader of the World 
Trade Organization, sources 
close to the process said yester¬ 
day. 

Azevedo, currently Brazil's 
ambassador to the 159-nation 
WTO, pipped the former Mex¬ 
ican trade chief in a final 
round, the sources said, after 
seven other candidates stum¬ 
bled earlier in the contest. 

Azevedo and Blanco's cam¬ 
paign teams emerged tight- 
lipped from a meeting behind 
closed doors with Pakistan's 
WTO ambassador Shahid 
Bashir, who heads its Govern¬ 
ing General Council. 


Along with his counterparts 
from Canada and Sweden, 
Bashir has spent weeks gaug¬ 
ing countries' views on who is 
likely to muster the most sup¬ 
port. 

The current head of the 
WTO, Frenchman Pascal 
Lamy, is due to step down on 
September 1 after two four- 
year terms at the helm. 

His successor will face the 
tough task of trying to breath 
life into the WTO's moribund 
"Doha Round" of trade liberal¬ 
isation talks, launched in 2001 
with the goal of using inter¬ 
national commerce to boost 
development in poorer mem¬ 
ber states.

In one indication of China's 
support for North Korea, trade 
between the two countries 
nearly tripled in the five years 
to 2011 to $5.6 billion, figures 
compiled by the South Korean 
government showed last De¬ 
cember. 

China accounted for 70.1 
percent of the North's entire ex¬ 
ternal trade of $8.0 billion, up 
from 41.7 percent in 2007. 

US sanctions ban any Amer¬ 
ican individual, business or or¬ 
ganisation from conducting 
transactions with a number of 
named entities in an effort to 
cut them off from international 
trade. 

Dow Jones said the Bank 
of China did not provide fur¬ 
ther details in its statement 
and declined additional com¬ 
ment. The bank could not be 
reached for comment by AFP. 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
should leave the European 
Union, former finance minister 
Nigel Lawson argued Tuesday, 
fuelling the debate about a ref¬ 
erendum on British member¬ 
ship. 

Writing in The Times news¬ 
paper, Lawson said Britain 
would get a big economic 
boost if it left the EU and in¬ 
sisted the "the case for exit" 
was now clear. 

Lawson is the most senior 
member of Prime Minister 
David Cameron's Conservative 
Party to call for Britain to pull 
out of the EU. 

The Thatcher-era heavy¬ 
weight said the economic 
gains from a British exit 
"would substantially outweigh 
the costs" and argued that the 
EU had become a "bureau¬ 
cratic monstrosity". 

He warned that the idea of "a 
federal European superstate" 


was "profoundly misguided" 
and "certainly not for us". 

Lawson also claimed that an 
exit would save Britain's valu¬ 
able financial sector from a 
"frenzy of regulatory ac¬ 
tivism". 

Cameron has promised to 
hold a referendum on EU 
membership after the next gen¬ 
eral election in 2015, but is 
being urged to bring it forward 
by members of his own party. 

The pressure to do so has in¬ 
creased following big gains 
made by the eurosceptic and 
anti-immigration United King¬ 
dom Independence Party in 
local elections last week. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg, leader of the pro-EU 
Liberal Democrat junior part¬ 
ners in the governing coalition, 
claimed leaving the bloc 
would put three million jobs in 
danger.

Addi¬ 
tionally, each day the proce¬ 
dure is delayed means the 
likely enlargement of the re¬ 
maining tumor, which could 
paralyze her lungs or heart. 
She has already lost use of 
her legs and has limited func¬ 
tion of her arms.

$8,000 is needed for the op¬ 
eration and plane ticket.

Football: Chievo win hits Roma's 
Europa League hopes 


Racing: Al Zarooni 
appeals eight-year 
doping ban 


MILAN (AFP) - Frenchman 
Cyril Thereau scored a 90th- 
minute volley for Serie A min¬ 
nows Chievo to secure a 1-0 
win over Roma and upset the 
capital club's hopes of Europa 
League football next season. 

Roma remain in fifth place 
on 58 points but risk being 
overtaken by Udinese (57) if 
the northerners win at Palermo 
on Wednesday when Lazio, in 
seventh on 55, will look to 
draw level with their city foes. 

"We stuttered through the 
first half but we should have 
finished the game earlier," 
lamented Roma coach Aurelio 
Andreazzoli. 

Chievo, meanwhile, 

achieved their aim of pulling 
far enough away from the rel¬ 
egation zone to secure top¬ 
flight football next season. 

Roma's reserve 'keeper Bog¬ 
dan Lobont started despite 
fracturing his nose in the 1-0 


away win to Fiorentina on Sat¬ 
urday because number one 
Maarten Stekelenburg is still 
injured. 

Andreazzoli, meanwhile, 
left some regulars on the 
bench, including striker Erik 
Lamela and American mid¬ 
fielder Michael Bradley, as he 
tested a 3-4-1-2 system and a 
new front pairing of Pablo Os- 
valdo and Mattia Destro. 

Chievo, who were looking 
to pull away from the relega¬ 
tion zone, came out on top, at 
least in defensive terms, after a 
fairly balanced first half in 
which Roma shaded the visi¬ 
tors for the few real scoring 
chances created. 

Chievo 'keeper Cristian 
Puggioni was alert to prevent a 
threatening cross from reach¬ 
ing Destro, while Ivan Piris's 
cut-back from the by-line fol¬ 
lowing Francesco Totti's smart 
through-ball set up Osvaldo, 


only for Puggioni to get low to 
smother the striker's snap shot. 

In the dying seconds of the 
half Totti sent a free-kick 
through a hole in the defensive 
wall to force Puggioni to 
block. 

Thereau came close for the 
visitors moments after the 
restart, but it was Roma who 
were most frustrated after 
missing a hatful of chances. 

Destro showed great control 
on the edge of the area by 
avoiding two tackles, but Pug¬ 
gioni did well to collect the 
striker's shot. 

lAs the match wound down 
to a close Roma crucially 
failed to pick up Senegalese 
defender Boukary Drame as he 
charged down the left and 
when he whipped in a cross 
from the left it beat the Roma 
defence and allowed Thereau 
to poke home. 


LONDON (AFP) - Former 
Godolphin trainer Mahmood 
Al Zarooni has lodged an ap¬ 
peal to reduce the length of his 
eight-year suspension for dop¬ 
ing offences, the British 
Horseracing Authority (BHA) 
announced on Tuesday. 

The 3 7-year-old Emirati was 
found to have given banned 
anabolic steroids to 15 horses 
- who have been barred from 
racing for six months - at his 
stables at British racing head¬ 
quarters in Newmarket, eastern 
England, at a BHA hearing last 
month. 

Godolphin told AFP that it 
was a matter between Al Za¬ 
rooni and the BHA. 

"He is no longer a Godol¬ 
phin employee and the appeal 
is a matter between himself 
and the BHA. Godolphin has 
no involvement with this ap¬ 
peal," a spokesperson said. 

Al Zarooni's surprising deci¬ 


sion to appeal will neverthe¬ 
less not be music to the ears of 
Godolphin's founder, Dubai 
ruler Sheikh Mohammed bin 
Rashid al-Maktoum, who 
made it clear at the time of the 
revelations how 'appalled and 
angry' he was that he and 
Godolphin had been tainted by 
such a scandal. 

The 63-year-old Sheikh - 
who was present at Newmar¬ 
ket last Saturday to see Godol¬ 
phin's crack Irish-trained colt 
Dawn Approach win the Eng¬ 
lish 2000 Guineas - had or¬ 
dered al Zarooni's 200-horse 
stable to be locked down until 
further notice and was in no 
hurry to appoint a trainer as his 
replacement. 

Al Zarooni, who had made a 
good start to his tenure as a 
Godolphin trainer with victory 
in last year's Dubai World Cup 
and English St Leger, looks to 
have little reason for optimism 
given the BHA's stern assess¬ 
ment of his behaviour when 
they released their full judge¬ 
ment last week. 

"This was a widespread sys¬ 
tematic misuse of illegal sub¬ 
stances which are absolutely 
prohibited under the rules," 
they said. 

Since the scandal broke the 
BHA have conducted tests on 
all the horses at Al Zarooni's 
stables and their results should 
be revealed early next week. 

In his appearance before the 
BHA hearing, Al Zarooni also 
implicated a junior vet and two 
Godolphin stable foremen, 
while the BHA said that they 
had no plans to formally inter¬ 
view Sheikh Mohammed. 

In a brief statement released 
on Tuesday, the BHA said Al 
Zarooni had decided to contest 
the length of his ban, adding 
that a date for the appeal hear¬ 
ing would be announced in due 
course.

While in Miami, Nate 
Robinson scored the go-ahead 
jumpshot with 1:18 left as the 
Chicago Bulls scored the final 
10 points en route to a 93-86 
win over reigning champions 
Miami in the opener of their 
NBA playoff series. 

Robinson, who was blood¬ 
ied in the first half after a col¬ 
lision with LeBron James, 
carried the visiting Bulls on 
his back down the stretch by 
scoring the final seven points 
Monday to give the Bulls a 1- 
0 lead in the best-of-seven se¬ 
ries. 

Robinson finished with 27 
points and nine assists for the 
injury-riddled Bulls, who had 
snapped the Heat's 27-game 


winning streak during the reg¬ 
ular season and handed them 
their first loss in their last 13 
games on Monday. 

Robinson played with 10 
stitches in his mouth after hit¬ 
ting his face on floor. He left 
the game to get medical atten¬ 
tion but returned later. 

Miami will host game two 
Wednesday where the Heat 
will try to get a split of their 
two games at home to begin 
the second-round series. 

The Bulls bottled up James 
late in the fourth as they ap¬ 
pear to have developed a for¬ 
mula this season for beating 
the mighty Heat.

Cycling: Battaglin wins 
Giro thriller, Wiggins 
loses time 


SERRA SAN BRUNO, Italy, 
(AFP) - Enrico Battaglin 
claimed his maiden Giro d'l- 
talia stage on Tuesday with fel¬ 
low Italian Luca Paolini 
retaining the leader's pink jer¬ 
sey and race favourite Bradley 
Wiggins losing time to rivals 
after an epic 246km of racing 
from Policastro to Serra San 
Bruno. 

Battaglin, who rides for the 
Bardiani team, surged out of a 
small group of survivors from 
the day's second and last climb 
to sprint to a well-earned vic¬ 
tory after nearly 6hr 15min of 
racing to the southernmost 
point of the Giro's 96th edition. 

Minutes earlier, Danilo Di 
Luca, the Giro winner in 2007, 
belied his 37 years to launch an 
audacious attack on the final 
kilometres of the second and 
last climb and race into the lead 
with young Colombian Robin¬ 
son Chalapud. 


The pair came over the sum¬ 
mit with barely 20secs on the 
main peloton but, despite Di 
Luca's efforts on the rain-hit fi¬ 
nale, the pair were agonisingly 
caught inside the final kilometre. 

Katusha veteran Paolini, who 
took the race lead with victory on 
stage three on Monday, was just 
behind and crossed the finish line 
in the company of overall victory 
hopefuls Vincenzo Nibali, Cadel 
Evans and Ryder Hesjedal. 

Tour de France champion 
Wiggins was held up by a crash 
involving Italian Cristian Salerno 
on the approach to the final kilo¬ 
metre. Race rules normally dic¬ 
tate that riders caught up in such 
incidents in the final three kilo¬ 
metres are not penalised. 

However the race jury said 
after the stage that Wiggins had 
not been hindered by the crash, 
thus attributing him with his ini¬ 
tial finishing time.
